DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible

2. The amendment of 1 September 2011 has been entered. Claims 1-3 and 10 have been 
amended and claims 8-9 and 12-36 have been cancelled. Claims 1-7 and 10 are pending in this 
application with claim 1 being sole independent claim.

3. The new oath filed 1 September 2011 is acceptable to the alleged deficiency of oath.
